There is 
one Chavez attending the games -- Magallanes player Ende Ch4vez. Each time Ende is at bat, 
the crowd chants, “Ende, Si. Chavez, no.” For those Caribbean baseball fanatics: Mexico is 
leading the series having gone undefeated in four games.
